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PULP WOOD AGITATION. 


Nearly All the Newspapers in Canada 
Advocate an Export Duty. 


The Campaign of Publicity Recently Started by the Toronto 
Globe to Test the Feelings of the People on the Question 
of Prohibiting Exports of Logs Gains Recruits. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Canada, July 22, 1907,—While the great majority of 
Canadian journals are crying out for the imposition of an export 
duty on pulp wood there are one or two which take an opposite 
view, and it is but natural—and at the same time significant—that 
they represent a constituency which wants to sell pulp wood in as 
wide a market as possible, and which does not relish the idea of 
being shut out from the United States. The Toronto Farmer’s Sun, 
which, so far as they can be said to have any, is the mouthpiece of 
the Ontario farmers, opposes the suggestion. In the course of an 
editorial on the subject it says: 

“But if, as is apparently desired, the export of pulp wood is pro- 
hibited, what would be the effect on the price received for the 
wood, and on the earnings of those engaged in taking it out? 
Would there not be danger of the formation of a local combine to 
fix arbitrarily the limit in both cases. Settlers in New Ontario 
complain bitterly of the prohibition of the export of tanbark. They 
say that since this prohibition went into effect prices have been cut 
by a local tanners’ combine much below what American buyers 
would be willing to pay. What seems to be really called for is a 
rigid system of control limiting cutting to mature trees and provid- 
ing for the protection and extension of new growth.” 

The Toronto Globe is still publishing articles under the heading 
of “Pulp Wood and Its Problems.” The recent letters on the sub- 
ject follow.

ARTICLE FIVE. 
(Staff Correspondence of the Toronto Globe.) 


Frepericton, July 13.—Conditions in New Brunswick are 
somewhat different from those prevailing in Quebec. In the 
former province the pulp wood export industry, so far, is an 
offshoot of the lumbering industry, though, as in Quebec, a 
considerable amount of pulp is made for export. Roughly 
speaking, the forest area of New Brunswick is in the centre of 
the province, and comprises about 10,000 square miles of land. 
Of this the greater part, or, at any rate, all the best portion, is 
under license. Black spruce is the predominating timber, and 
in most sections its reproduction, where ordinary precautions 
are taken, is fairly rapid. Except in a few instances where the 
spruce from various causes is of stunted growth, and there are 
no other trees in quantity and quality enough to be of com- 
mercial value, pulp wood as distinct from any other kind of 
wood is not allowed to be cut on Crown lands. The regula- 


tions provide that nothing can be cut on Crown lands that will 
not make a log at least 18 feet in length and to inches at the 
small end. The effect of these regulations is that the total of 
the pulp wood proper and cord wood—no distinction being 


made between the two—cut on Crown lands for the year end- 
ing October last was 10,806 cords. The spruce logs cut for the 


= the pulp mills are measured by the foot, and not by the 
cord. 


No Waste in Cutting by Pulp Men. 


In some cases the logs are made into deals for export or 
home consumption, the branches and other smaller. portions 
of the trees being used for the making of pulp. The pulp and 
paper makers themselves claim that their methods are more 
economical and more in the interests of forest preservation 
than those of the lumberman. The latter, they say, simply 
takes from a tree just what will make logs for manufacture 
into timber of required sizes, leaving the branches and smaller 
portions lying around invitingly for forest fires. Moreover, 
the sawmills, they contend, add to this waste by the rejection 
of considerable quantities of material, which is either burned 
or thrown away. On the contrary, the pulp and paper men say 
that they use almost every portion of the tree, leaving very 
little waste in the forests and practically none at the mills. 

Complicated Trade—Pulp and Deals. 


New Brunswick deals have a steady market in Britain, some 


‘two-thirds of the output, it has been estimated, going to that 


country, and a large proportion of it being shipped direct on 
steamers loaded at the mills. Some pulp is also forwarded 
when the market warrants it, but this is not regarded as a 
steady line of trade owing to several conditions, one of which 
is that the United States, in the market of which Canadian 
pulp is practically barred owing to the duty against it, at times 
—— the British market with pulp made from Canadian 
wood. 


Praise for Ontario’s Fire Ranging. 


As in Quebec and some portions of Ontario through which 
the Globe representative traveled, there is found a quickening 
interest in the question of forest preservation, a dread of fire 
and its destructiveness being particularly pronounced. Serious 
attention is being given to this matter. The Globe’s repre- 
sentative heard many warm words of praise in New Brunswick 
for Ontario’s system of fire ranging and forest reserves, in- 
augurated by the Liberal administration. One precaution 
taken by New Brunswick as a safeguard for their forest wealth 
seems worthy of emulation elsewhere. It is that of sending 
out with all railway construction parties a surveyor, who se- 
lects the sites of camps, and whose orders as to the location of 
necessary fires, precautions against these spreading, their 
quenching when the camp moves on, etc., must be obeyed. 
The idea seems to have originated at the time of the Federal 
Government’s decision to build the Transcontinental Railway, 
which crosses some sections of New Brunswick’s forest lands. 
It has been put into effect with good results, and it is to be 
maintained. 

In one respect New Brunswick is at a disadvantage, in com- 
parison with Quebec and Ontario in regard to pulp and paper 
making, and that is in its lack of water powers, which are so 
bountiful in Quebec’s pulp wood areas particularly. Of course 
New Brunswick is nearer to the great coal fields of Nova 
Scotia, and in fact has coal in Her own borders which is quite 
good enough for steam purposes, and is being used by the In- 
tercolonial Railway and others. These fields are being de- 
veloped rapidly, and their output is finding a ready market.

ARTICLE SIx. 
(Staff Correspondence of the Toronto Globe.) 
Ottawa, July 15.—Before proceeding to give the interviews 
between representatives of the Globe and persons more or 
less directly interested in the question of the export of pulp 
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wood from Canada, the matter of forest preservation might be 
emphasized. As stated in previous articles, this point came 
up again and again in the various interviews and conversa- 
tions, not alone with men whose money and time are devoted 
to the lumbering, pulp wood and pulp industry, but with poli- 
ticlans, newspaper men and citizens generally. It does seem 
as though public opinion in Ontario, Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick is reaching that stage where this vastly important ques- 
tion could be taken up, not in an academic way, not in spas- 
modic experiments, but in a broad, intelligent manner, which 
would result in a systematic adoption’ of plans which shall 
make that abused and misused phrase “inexhaustible forest 
supplies” really mean something. 

Mr. W. C. J. Hall, superintendent of the forestry protection 
branch of the Province of Quebec, emphasizes the necessity 
of forest reserves and the conducting of the lumbering industry 
in such a manner as to make it a perpetual one, and in this 
connection pays particular attention to the protection of all 
forest lands against fire. “It would be well,” he says on the 
latter point, “if the neighboring provinces and States were to 
co-operate with us in the protection of forests. In an informal 
manner the rangers of the State of Maine have broached the 
subject.” 


The Question of the Moment. 


Hon. Senator Edwards, of Rockland, the head of W. C. 
Edwards & Co., lumber manufacturers, who have immense 
establishments at Ottawa and Rockland, regards this as the 
question of the moment. His views on the export question 
will be given with those of others. In respect to forestry, 
however, they are apropos here. “Let the Canadian people,” 
says the senator, “turn their eyes from the little bugaboo 
they are setting up because of the small, trifling amount of 
pulp wood that is being sold by our farmers and some small 
lumbermen from a fringe of our country, to the immensely 
larger and more important and truly national question of the 
preservation of our forests and the economic cutting of the 
same by our lumbermen.” 

“The governments of our provinces,” he declared, when the 
Globe’s representative interviewed him at Ottawa, “are pursu- 
ing a suicidal policy in regard to our forest resources. None 
of them are practical men, and the bulk of our lumbermen are, 
unfortunately, not patriotic; they have no thought for the 
future. The man who has a large limit and a large investment 
in a mill or mills is going to take care of his limit, the source 
of supply for his mill. He is not going to cut everything pos- 
sible on it with a view to selling it for the sake of making a 
quick turnover on his money. 


A Perpetual Forest Crop. 


For his part the senator favored a policy of making all the 
forest lands available for operation, and their intelligent work- 
ing under proper regulations and supervision, as distinct from 
the idea of some peeple that the plan to be adopted was the 
clearing off of the forests as rapidly as possibly, with a view 
to making room for settlement. There was no reason why 
under an intelligent system the forest crop of Canada, as it 
might be called, should not be everlasting. His company, he 
said, was going to build in the Gaspe district of the St. Law- 
rence a pulp and lumbering establishment where these ideas 
would be carried out to a still more scientific extent than was 
now the case on their limits. Under the direction of a forester 
of standing and experience it was intended to show that it 
would be practicable to keep the establishment going by sim- 
ply cutting the annual forest growth. 


Government at Work. 


Mr. R. H. Campbell, of the Dominion Government forestry 
branch, took the same view of the importance of the forestry 
question. The conservation of water powers, the necessity of 
detailed knowledge as to the suitability or otherwise of lands 
for purely agricultural or purely forest purposes, and the 
awakening of the sections of the country almost wholly de- 
voted to agriculture to the loss sustained by the reckless de- 
struction in bygone years of the wood lot were touched upon 
in the Globe representative’s interesting conversation with Mr. 
Campbell. The Dominion Government, as stated in the Globe 
dispatches from Ottawa, is engaged in an active campaign of 
tree propagation and tree preservation in the West, and is 
also surveying the forest reserves.there, with preservation as 
the aim. A difficulty which has been encountered to a lesser 
degree by the governments of this and other provinces also 
faces the Dominion forestry branch, namely, the inability to 
keep trained men when they get them. The services of such 





men are being eagerly sought, not only by various govern- 
ments, universities and other educational institutions, but by 
many of the lumber companies. The campaign for the pres- 
ervation of the forests and the examples afforded on every 
hand in every country of how not to do it is at last beginning 
to have an effect in Canada. WILu1AM BANKS, Jr. 





ARTICLE SEVEN. 
(Staff Correspondence of the Toronto Globe.) 

MonrtreaL, July 17.—Canadians generally know Sir William 
C. Van Horne best in connection with his railway enterprises. 
But this many sided man has a live and practical interest in 
the pulp wood question. As president of the Laurentide Paper 
Company, whose establishment at Grand Mere, Que., has 
created a growing town where once only a village existed, he 
has devoted to the pulp and paper questions and their ramifica- 
tions no inconsiderable portion of his time. He welcomed 
the Globe’s representative who called on him with a request 
for an interview on these matters, and gave the best part of 
the day to a consideration and discussion of them. Sir Wil- 
liam covered every phase from the viewpoint of his position 
as head of the company named, readily answering the almost 
numberless queries put to him, and giving in detail the rea- 
sons for his opinions. He was strong in his advocacy of the 
prohibition of the export of pulp wood, citing specific as well 
as general grounds for that attitude. His views follow in ex- 
tenso, being given in that form rather than in question and 
answer form in order that their continuity may be the better 
maintained. Those who have any interest in the question 
could not do better than accord them careful perusal: 


Sir William Van Horne’s Views. 


First, let us consider the value of Canada’s spruce forests; 
there are other kinds of timber, poplar, for instance, from 
which wood pulp suitable for paper may be made, but the 
supply of these is so limited and the sources are so scattered that 
they need not be taken into account. 

The great bulk of the paper consumed in the world is made 
from spruce wood. In the United States, the States of Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, northern New York, Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine at one time had what was re- 
garded as an inexhaustible supply of this timber, but in Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin and Michigan it has been almost entirely 
exhausted, and the Wisconsin paper mills are now compelled 
to draw even upon the Province of Quebec for their supply, 
which they have to carry more than 1,200 miles by rail, and 
which costs them at their mills about $15 a cord. In the 
Adirondack region of New York considerable spruce timber 
remains, although the available supply for the pulp and paper 
mills has become exceedingly small because of the large 
amount of timber lands held by wealthy individuals as shoot- 
ing preserves, the large park reservations which have been 
made by the State, and because of the extensive areas which 
have been destroyed by fires. The situation in Vermont is 
much the same, but that State has even less available spruce, 
and New Hampshire has no more than is necessary to meet 
the requirements of its own mills. The statistics of available 
spruce in the United States show a large amount remaining 
in the State of Maine, but south of a line drawn east and 
west across that State from the north end of Moosehead Lake 
extensive timber operations have been carried on for many 
years, and there is comparatively little spruce remaining. 
North of that line, in the area containing the greater part of 
the standing spruce in the State of Maine, the streams all flow 
into the St. John River, and the timber must either go out 
through Canada or railways must be built to it, and to reach 
all of the timber an impossible railway mileage would be 
required. Therefore, the available spruce supply of the United 
States is practically limited to southern Maine, to New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and the Adirondack region of New York, 
and, failing supply of pulp wood from Canada, these districts 
would not afford sufficient spruce wood to keep the American 
mills going more than a few years—four or five years at the 
outside, and probably not more than three. 


Canada’s Competitors. 


The world has only two other sources of supply, the Scan- 
dinavian and the Canadian. There is some spruce in Finland, 
and farther east in Russian, including Siberia, but very little 
of this can be counted as available. Norway and Sweden 
have no “flotable” rivers, and the wood has to be brought 
down by railway. All Europe has been supplied from these

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FREIGHT CLASSIFICATION. 


Changes Affecting a Number of Grades 
of Paper Operative August 1. 


An Advance in Freight Rates on Paper and Raw Materials Is 
Brought About Indirectly by the Increasing of the Minimum 
Carload Weights—Minimum Raised 6,000 Pounds. 


In the new official freight classification of the Trunk Line Asso- 
ciation, which becomes effective on August I, a number of changes 
have been provided for on nearly all grades of paper. 

One of the most important changes made, and one which prac- 
tically amounts to an increase in rates, is the advancing of minimum 
weights on carload shipments. The advance on the minimum car- 
load weights for paper seems to be a uniform one of 6,000 pounds. 
This really amounts to a general increase in rates approximating 
10 per cent. All the railroads east of Buffalo will be affected by 
the new ruling. 

This new classification will be filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in compliance with the Federal laws, which 
now require the railroads to file tariff schedules with the com- 
mission. In the new rules and regulations just adopted some of 
the important changes are: 

“Unless otherwise provided in this classification, property will 
be carried at the reduced class rates specified herein, if shipped 
subject to the conditions of the uniform bill of lading. If con- 
signor elects not to accept the said reduced class rates and condi- 
tions, he should so notify the agent of the forwarding carrier at 
the time his property is offered for shipment, and if he does not 
give such notice it will be understood that he desires his property 
carried subject to uniform bill of lading conditions in order to 
secure the reduced class rate thereon. Property carried not sub- 
ject to the conditions of the uniform bill of lading will be at the 
carrier’s liability, limited only as provided by common law and 
by the laws of the United States and of the several States, in so 
far as they apply. Property thus carried will be charged 20 per 
cent. higher (subject to a minimum increase of I cent per 100 
pounds) than if shipped subject to the conditions of the uniform 
bill of lading, and the cost of marine insurance will be added over 
any part of the route that may be by water. 

“Property packed in boxes or cases made from straw board, 
leather board, wood pulp, fibre, wired splint wood or other 
analogous materials, will be charged 10 per cent, higher than the 
classification provided for such property, subject to a minimum 
increase of 1 cent per 100 pounds, 

“Unless otherwise provided in the classification, the minimum 
weight upon all property in carloads, when loaded upon flat or in 
gondola stock or box cars, will be 30,000 pounds (actual weight 
to be charged for when in excess of the minimum weight). 

“In order to entitle a shipment to the carload rate, the quantity 
of freight requisite under the rules to secure such carload rate 
must be delivered at one forwarding station, in one working day, 
by one consignor, consigned to one consignee and destination, ex- 
cept that when freight is loaded in cars by consignor it will be 
subject to the car service rules and charges of the forwarding 
railroad. 

“Bulk freight will not be taken in less than carloads unless so 
specified in the classification. 

“Owners will be required to load and unload freight in carloads, 
except that the carriers reserve the right to load and unload at 
their convenience. 

“Owners will be required to load and unload L. C. L. shipments 
of heavy or bulky freight, such as cannot be conveniently handled 
by station employees.”

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TRADE RATHER QUIET IN ’FRISCO. 


The Paper Business at Last Feels the Slackness in — Which 
Naturally Follows a Big Rush—Wrappings in Good De- 
mand—Prices Firm—Trade News of General Interest. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Sawn Francisco, July 17, 1907—After a long period of rushing 
business that made it imposssible to catch up with orders, the 
paper trade has at last begun to feel the slackness that has affected 
every other line in San Francisco. There is still a good demand 
for wrapping paper, however. Prices have been advanced during 
the past month, and there is a possibility of a further rise. 

The general falling off in business owing to the prolonged 
strikes and the consequent decrease in new building contracts 
have curtailed the job printing trade and made collections bad. 
Credit has been cut off to a large extent, and everyone is con- 
ducting business on conservative lines for fear something might 
happen if the former tendency toward inflation were not checked. 
While this state of affairs causes momentary dullness around the 
paper warehouses, it means keeping upon a safe, sane and con- 
servative basis that will prevent business failures. 

The street car strike is still in evidence, but is steadily losing 
ground, as the bulk of the population is riding in the cars, al- 
though cheap buses are maintained for the convenience of strike 
sympathizers and the members of unions who are still subject to 
heavy fines if they use the street cars. The telephone strike con- 
tinues, to the detriment of the service, which was far from perfect 
to begin with, but business men are managing to worry along with 
whatever use of the telephones they can secure. 

The metal workers are busy again after their strike and glad 
to be at work after securing a promise of eight hours in three 
years. The laundry owners have resumed business on the “open 
shop” plan after a prolonged strike that caused much discomfort. 
The leaders of the affiliated trades union bodies have agreed to 
use their influence with various unions of this city to secure an 
“adjustment” of wages, which means that they must come down 
in several lines of industry in order to permit the building trades 
to secure sufficient new work. Otherwise, the local banks will 
continue to refuse loans for building purposes on local real estate, 
and the construction of buildings may come almost to a standstill. 

The wholesale paper dealers have certainly shown a great deal 
of enterprise since the great fire in carrying on business and tak- 
ing care of their customers, in spite of limited room in temporary 
structures. Now the principal companies are housed in new and 
permanent buildings, provided with the latest equipments for 
handling paper expeditiously. 

The Zellerbach Paper Company is already filling some of its or- 
ders from its fine large building, which is practically completed 
and already contains a great. quantity of paper. 

The paper cutters and the shipping clerks’ offices will be re- 
moved to the big six story building, on the corner of Jackson and 
Battery streets, by August 1. The immense offices, which will 
occupy the entire west half of the ground floor, will be completely 
fitted up and occupied within ten days. A great deal of stock has 
arrived from the East during the past month, and has been stored 
in the new warehouse. 

A. Fleishhacker & Co. are holding their own on wrapping paper, 
in spite of the general depression in local business, and are carry- 
ing more stock than ever before. In fact they have paper stored 


in every warehouse in the city. Sales Manager Lowell takes a very 
hopeful view of the situation and expects the demand for paper 
from the printing establishments to revive after a short dull season 
when the strikes have been settled and the thousands of absentees 
have returned from the vacations in the country. More interest 


. 





will then be taken in business of all kinds. Rather slow progress 
is being made on the reconstruction of the large building on 
Mission street, between Fremont and First, which A. Fleishhacker 
& Co. are preparing for occupancy by their own wholesale paper 
and paper bag business. Several other large firms will also find 
new locations in this block of buildings. Some time next fall 
the new stores will be ready, it is hoped. The Fleishhacker toilet 
paper factory is again quite busy. The paper box factories owned 
and controlled by the Fleishhacker interests are very busy, and 
there is no lack of orders ahead. As the city’s wholesale trade 
grows the demand for paper boxes increases. 

The San Francisco representative of the Graham Paper Com- 
pany, C. E. Swick, was recently disappointed in his plans for a trip 
to St. Louis to visit the house, and had to abandon his visit almost 
at the last moment. He will, however, make another start in a 
short time. 

J. R. Buchanan is in the city, representing the Appleton Wire 
Works, Appleton, Wis., of which William Buchanan is manager. 
He is calling on the managers of the principal paper mills on the 
Coast, in the interest of his company’s goods. 

The Pacific Coast Paper Company now has almost a full stock 
of paper in the new five story building erected principally for its 
use at 547 Mission street by the Greenwood Estate. The force of 
employees under J. H. McLafferty, the general manager and vice 
president of the company, has mastered the details of handling 
paper with rapidity in and out of the new warehouse. The ship- 
ping is done from the Minna street entrance at the rear of the 
building. Good shipments have been received recently from the 
Butler Paper Company, of Chicago, and the freight situation is no 
longer unbearable. 

Curtiss, Cunningham & Welch, who were burned out for the 
third time in April, 1906, and have since beeen located in a ware- 
house in the freight yards, in the southern portion of the city, 
will soon occupy a fine modern store at 543 and 545 Market street. 
It is located in a new three story brick building, with a very orna- 
mental buff brick front. A large stock of paper and stationery 
has been ordered for the new establishment. 

Blake, Moffitt & Towne, Bonesteel, Richardson & Co.. the Zeller- 
bach Paper Company, the Pacific Coast Paper Company and A. 
Fleishhacker & Co. have issued the following notice of early clos- 
ing for the summer: “You are hereby notified that the following 
firms will close their respective places of business on Saturday 
afternoon, at 1 o'clock, commencing on July 13, 1907. said arrange- 
ment to continue in effect during the months of July, August and 
September.” 

Manager Leavitt, of the Oakland Paper Company, 1012 Broad- 
way, Oakland, Cal., says that the trade is rather quieter than usual 
for the vacation season, but it is easily accounted for by the 
strike situation in San Francisco, which kept many persons resid- 
ing in Oakland and working in San Francisco idle for some time. 
The job printing business has slackened on both sides of the bay. 
Paper dealers have been receiving large shipments of paper or- 
dered during the rush when freight was delayed. Now they are 
somewhat overstocked, and as orders are not so plentiful their 
money is tied up. The banks are withholding loans except upon 
gilt edged security, and the period of retrenchment commenced by 
these financial institutions several months ago is being prolonged 
indefinitely. If the plans on foot for settling the labor troubles in 
San Francisco are successful, the printing business will soon re- 
vive and cause improvement in the paper trade. 

A. U. Morse & Co., of 1003% Broadway, Oakland, report busi- 
ness as keeping up fairly well in the wrapping paper and twine 
branches, although credit is no longer extended indiscriminately, 
and orders are in some cases turned down owing to the changed 
conditions.

In a decision by I. F. Fischer, the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers overruled yesterday a claim filed by Morimura 
Brothers, of New York and Yokohama, regarding the classification 
under the Dingley tariff of Japanese paper napkins.

house on the corner of Seventh and Franklin streets in Oakland 
is approaching completion, and will be occupied within thirty days. 
The walls are faced with buff pressed brick, and there is a com- 
modious basement. 

The California Paper and Board Mills are operating their plant 
at Antioch, Cal.. about as usual. The new 150 inch board ma- 
chine which is being installed is not quite ready for operation, 
owing to a delayed shipment from the East. When this addition 
to the equipment is in running order, the capacity of the mills will 
be 60 tons per day. The principal output of this plant is straw 
board, and the raw material has been rather scarce lately. Owing 
to the great demand for hay, of which several crops per year can 
be raised along the rivers of northern California, the raising of 
grain has been neglected of late, and it is hard to obtain sufficient 
straw. While the demand for straw board is not so lively as 
usual, there is a market for all that is produced. The plant at 
Antioch is turning out some very handsome Linwood board, which 
imitates all varieties of wood grain in a variety of colors. This 
material is in good demand, and is produced so as to be sold at 
a moderate price. 

The local demand for roofing paper has fallen off considerably 
now that the activity in building operations has diminished. The 
leading manufacturers are keeping good stocks on hand and will be 
ready to supply the increased demand when the signing up of the 
proposed three year agreements with the unions represented in 
the Building Trades Council restores confidence. Another building 
boom may.be confidently expected as soon as unwarranted ad- 
vances in wages and prices of materials are safeguarded against. 

Blake, Moffitt & Towne have a large stock of paper in their 
new reinforced concrete warehouse at Fourth and Michigan 
streets, but: have not secured a location for an uptown store as 
yet.

A Proposed Combination Canadian Sulphite Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, July 22, 1907—Last week in discussing the 
pulp situation reference was made to the suggestion that seven 
paper mills in Canada unite in building a sulphite mill in Quebec 
to produce pulp for these mills at lower prices than charged by 
present makers of pulp who have any to sell. 

A paper maker interviewed this week did not take a hopeful 
view of this solution. He thought that as several of the big paper 
mills had their own sulphite plants these would not want to build 
any more, while those mills which have not sulphite plants of their 
own would be too much affected by business competition and jeal- 
ousy to unite in a mill. It would take a year to get such a mill 
running, and by that time the situation might have changed. His 
view was that the makers of pulp in Canada at the present time 
have the whiphand and that the poor paper maker must just 
endure the exactions the pulp man is pleased to put on until an 
easier market in Europe and the operating of more plants in 
Canada changes the situation. In the meantime, he admitted, that 
the paper maker would have an unenviable time of it between 
the British paper maker on the one hand exploiting the Canadian 
market and the Canadian pulp maker on the other “sitting tight” 
and taking all the traffic will bear. os 


F. W. Dean Busy on Plans for New Construction. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., July 22, 1907.—F. W. Dean, mill engineer and 
architect, of this city, is drawing plans for extensive improvements 
in the mill plant of F. W. Bird & Son at East Walpole, Mass. The 
plans provide for a new machine room, 37x200 feet; a new steam 
engine room, 28x39 feet, and a cutter room, 48x66 feet, to be two 
stories. The buildings will be of brick, with steel trusses and con- 
crete floors. Some hydraulic work is also being planned for this 
plant. These improvements will be started in time to be completed 
this fall. 

F, W. Dean prepared the plans for the building of Fillmore & 
Slade’s new mill at Bennington, Vt., which is to replace their 
former mill burned down some time last spring. The foundations 
are in and the walls are now going up. The buildings will be rein- 
forced concrete. The machine room is 56x112 feet, being planned 
for two machines. The steam engine room is 59x60 feet, from 
which power will be obtained for driving the machine and beaters. 
Plans have also been made for the beater room and repair shops 
and water power developments. 

The Aberthaw Construction Company, of Boston, is doing the 
building, which will be finished this fall. The mill will run on 
tissue papers, the kind made in the old mill. F. W. Dean brings 
to bear expert knowledge in the designing of paper and pulp mills, 
steam, hydraulic and electrical developments, and is constantly con- 
sulted by manufacturers having such work under consideration.

Envelope and Wrapper Distributing Centre. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. 1 
Dayton, Ohio, July 23, 1907.—Information obtained here is to 
the effect that the Cincinnati post office is to be made the distrib- 
uting centre for stamped envelope and newspaper supplies re- 
ceived from this city, the Mercantile Corporation having contracted 
to furnish the Government with its supplies for a period of four 


years. 

The Cincinnati post office is the distributing centre for ten States 
of postal cards and mail bags, and the addition of the wrapper and 
envelope business will make much more work for the force, which 
will probably have to be increased. A certain number of counties 
in Ohio, Indiana, Louisiana, Illinois and West Virginia will be 
supplied from the Cincinnati branch. 


Workmen began this week to arrange the basement of the Fed- 
eral Building for the new department, and as it will occupy 50,000 
feet of floor space alone, the extent of the new department may be 
appreciated. Postmaster Monfort is reported to be at a loss to 
know how he can accommodate the consignment from Dayton, 
but of course a way will have to be found, even if additional rooms 
are acquired. The Cincinnati office is the disbursing office for 
2,500 rural carriers and has been made a depository for fourth 
class post offices as well. 

The location of the wrapper and envelope branch at Cincinnati 
will make it convenient for the manufacturers and contractors in 
this city. ~ M. V.

Swigart Paper Company’s Building Collapsed.

Cuicaco, Ill., July 23, 1907,—The building at 120 Franklin street, 
occupied by the Swigart Paper Company, was wrecked today by 
being too heavily overloaded, it is said. The building is a com- 
plete wreck.

J. B. Clement, of New York, Sues Imperial Paper Mills. 


Toronto, Canada, July 22, 1907.—A writ has been issued against 
the Imperial Paper Mills of Canada, located at Sturgeon Falls, 
Ont., by J. B, Clement, of New York, on behalf of himself and all 
other holders of bonds of the second issue, secured by mortgage, 
dated November 18, 1903. The court is asked for a declaration 
that plaintiff's rights may not be postponed, and for an injunction 
restraining defendants from taking any proceedings affecting reg- 
istration. A lis pendens was registered against the properties 
of the company, including valuable pulp wood concessions, today 
by A. M. Stewart, solicitor for Clements. 





Bleaching Ground Wood by Means of Bisulphites. 


Among recent contributions to technical literature on the subject 
of pulp bleaching is a description in La Papeterie of a process for 
the use of bisulphites in bleaching mechanical pulp. The sheets 
of pulp, as they come from the press, are piled in layers in large 
wooden or cement receptacles. A weak bisulphite of lime solution 
is introduced through the lower part of the receptacle so as to 
entirely cover the pulp for twenty-four hours. If the pulp is dry 
it should be steeped a few moments in water before the bisulphite 
is introduced. 

The liquid is then run off and a much diluted solution of 
sulphuric acid is introduced through the lower part. After five 
or six hours the operation is completely terminated and the pulp 
is ready to use. 

For a good bleach 1.32 pounds to 2.64 pounds of sulphurous 
acid and 1.21 pounds to 2.42 pounds of sulphuric acid are used, the 
exact quantities depending on the nature of the pulp and the de- 
gree of bleaching desired. 

The cost of bleaching by the bisulphite of lime process is esti- 
mated as equal to 30 or 35 centimes per 100 kilos (about 2.7 or 3.2 
cents per 100 pounds).

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MIDSUMMER DULLNESS—THAT’S ALL. 


Most Paper Men Are Taking a Few Weeks “Off” and Are 
Allowing the Market to Take Care of Itself—They 
Know That a Big Fall Business Is in Store. 


While the demand has not reached a condition bordering on com- 
plete stagnation, still the securing of new business was perhaps the 
least interesting feature of the New York market this week. The 
reaction which set in a few weeks ago has now extended to all the 
large distributing centres. The dealers are not alarmed at the 
smallness of sales at present, but are rather inspired by the excellent 
prospects now apparent for future business. The jobbing trade as 
a whole in discussing the trade situation is more inclined to offer 
opinions as to the extent of the fall demand rather than discuss 
the prevailing. Some paper men believe that the fall trade will not 
show the activity now anticipated in other quarters where the feel- 
ing is one of optimism, The continued prosperity of the country in 
general seems to support the assertion that trade this fall will be 
fully within the expectations of the optimistic element. The finer 
grades of paper seem to be somewhat quieter than the coarser ones, 
judging from a comparison of the various reports being made in re- 
gard to the actual movement prevailing at present. The majority 
of the manufacturers state that they are not suffering for lack of 
orders just yet, but in many instances it is admitted that the volume 
of accumulated business on hand is being rapidly diminished. New 
orders, it is said, are of such a small and spasmodic nature that they 
cannot be expected to fill in the gaps now being made in the order 
books. As for the exact position of each grade of paper, it may be 
said that news paper continues the most active: as far as new busi- 
ness is concerned. Wrapping papers are reported rather scarce, 
and the mills find it difficult to make regular deliveries. Tissue 
papers, that is, the cheaper grades, are very weak in price. On the 
other classes of stock the market continues very slow, and there is 
really no improvement looked for until the fall buying has made its 
impression on the market. Quotations, despite the dullness now 
prevalent, show no disposition to weaken any except, as has been 
said before, on the cheap grades of tissue papers. 





A Little Quiet at Holyoke—All Running, However. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Paper TraveE JouRNAL, 
Hotyoke, Mass., July 22, 1907. 


There has been little change in the condition of the paper trade 
in this section during the past week. Business has remained some- 
what quiet, and yet the mills have had just about business enough 
to keep them running in filling the orders that have come in and 
turning out stock for orders placed for future delivery. Some of 
the mills in western Massachusetts are closed, as is usual at this 
time of the year, for the purpose of making repairs. The offices 
are, however, open for the transaction of business, and whatever 
business may come in for papers carried in stock has been shipped 
immediately. 

The American Writing Paper Company mills have all been run- 
ning as full as the summer dullness will permit. There has been 
no extended lessening in orders over last week, and manufacturers 
well informed in trade circles do not anticipate any decided change 
before fall. The orders placed with the American ‘Writing Paper 
Company have been somewhat better than the average July trade. 
The company is reported as quite well pleased with the business of 
the month. 

The mills of the Collins Manufacturing Company, at North Wil- 
braham, have received a satisfactory share of the business the 
past week, and all departments of the Whiting Paper Company are 
working under satisfactory conditions. 

The Crocker-McElwain Company has been busy during the past 
few months in making somewhat extensive changes, additions and 





enlargements which will materially increase the capacity of the mill, 
and at the same time have filled their orders in a manner satis- 
factory to the trade. The business of this concern has increased 
over preceding years. 

In general conditions can be summed up as has been generally 
expected—that of the midsummer trade. 

Some of ‘the manufacturers have already departed for the annual 
pleasure grounds of their vacations, and others will soon follow.

Too Hot in Boston to Talk Paper.

Trade conditions during the past week have been influenced 
adversely by the hot weather, it being so very hot that trade and 
traffic were at times almost entirely suspended. The distribution of 
paper from jobbers’ hands, notwithstanding the hot summer sea- 
son, nevertheless continues much better in volume than dealers 
had expected, or it might be said to be better than they want it, 
since the execution of orders calls for work that is distasteful 
during these extra hot days. No one in local trade circles is try- 
ing to force business, every dealer feeling content if the rovtine 
business of the day can be properly looked after. Such is the 
condition of the jobbing trade at present, and so is it likely to be 
for the next thirty days, and in the meantime heads of firms, 
department managers and the store workers will get what recrea- 
tion they can, for this is the summer outing season. Reports 
from the representatives of New England mills are by no means 
discouraging, the manufacturing branch of the trade being seem- 
ingly in good condition for the summer. While not much new 
business is being booked, most of the mills are running full on 
old orders. Some manufacturers are taking advantage of the 
season to put their mills into good repair, to be in better position 
to handle orders when buying for the fall and winter sets in. And 
big business is looked for after the close of the vacation season.

Business Is Fair in Chicago.

Experts in market conditions report no changes in prices dur- 
ing the past week. Conditions seem to be almost identical with 
what they were last week.

So far as prices are concerned, while the mills would be glad 
to lower them in the quiet season to get a little more business, yet 
they cannot see the use in doing so, when at the end of six weeks 
or so they would inevitably be at the trouble of putting them up 
again. Then, too, if prices were lowered the jobber would not get 
the benefit. He would give all he got away to his customer in 
turn and would have a hard time convincing the customer of the 
necessity of a raise again in the fall. While orders are not so 
plenty as they have been, yet the cost of raw material and manu- 
facture seems to warrant the present prices, and until there is a 
change in this respect there is little likelihood of any radical lower- 
ing of prices. Such a change is not in sight. M.

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Not for some years has the trade enjoyed a more regular run 
through the summer than up to this time, and the volume of busi- 
ness is slightly more than “seasonable.” The demand for the bet- 
ter grades of paper continues keen and the supply is not much 
above it. There is no danger of an overproduction just now, nor 
will there be for some time to come. Prices are firm and gradu- 
ally on the rise. That they will continue to ascend, in some in- 
stances eclipsing anything known in the trade for many years, is 
the general opinion. Natural conditions are likely to bring about 
this condition. 

Activity in other lines is also keeping pace; the retail stores are 
having as much as they can do, the clearance sales giving them a 
chance to restock. During the sales which have been on for some 
time an unusual amount of paper has been consumed. The bank 
clearings indicate a healthy tone to general trade, and the situation 
in the paper industry, as well as in other branches in the Miami 
Valley, is greatly improved since the hot weather began and sum- 
mer came in all its seasonableness. During the cool, damp spring 
business was greatly retarded, and a decided slackening of activi- 
ties was noted in all directions. Now the reverse conditions pre- 
vail, and while manufacturers have had much busier periods and 
have made more money at other times, the summer of 1907 is 
proving to be a wonder, and leads to the belief that the coming fall 
will witness the greatest business period of the century. 

Inventories which have been under way in many mills and job- 
bing houses have been completed, and there are no “sour faces” 
in the Miami Valley as a result. M. V. 


Heavy Increase After “ Elks’ Week” in Philadelphia.

Utica, N. Y., July 22, 1907.—John Jacobs, a manufacturer of 
paper supplies, connected with the Pioneer Paper Mills in Ballston 
Springs, filed a petition in voluntary bankruptcy last week. His 
liabilities amount to $14,291, partly secured, and nominal assets 
of $5,237. His creditors live in New York city and Connecticut. 
Mr. Jacobs owned ten bonds of the paper mills, worth about $2,500, 
and about 3,500 shares of stock in two paper mills. The latter 
is said to be of no value.

sources for a long time back, and great inroads have been 
made upon the forests-—-so great that the stunted timber of the 
Lapland slope has now to be drawn upon. It is hardly neces- 
sary to point out Canada’s enormous supply of spruce; I need 
only say that Canada’s spruce, while quite equal to that of 
the northern United States for paper making, is much superior 
to that of Norway and Sweden, for it affords a feathery pulp 
which mats well, while the Scandinavian spruce is not a true 
spruce, and affords what might be termed a more slivery pulp, 
which makes a sheet too tender for the very fast running 
American machines such as are generally used on this side 
of the Atlantic. 


Providing for the Future. 


The paper manufacturers of the United States, in view of 
the rapid diminution of their home paper supply of pulp wood, 
have for a long time back been taking anxious steps toward 
providing for their future, and they have already acquired very 
extensive areas of timber lands in Canada, to which they are 
constantly adding, and they are wisely preserving the timber 
on these lands, as well as their lands at home, by buying in 
Canada through jobbers and brokers all the spruce wood they 
can get from other lands. The International Paper Company 
already owns in Canada, directly and indirectly, something 
like 3,000 square miles of spruce lands—mostly in the Province 
of Quebec. The Union Bag and Paper Company now owns 
in Canada, and mostly:in the Province of Quebec, something 
more than 2,200 square miles, and about a year ago the last 
named company stated to its shareholders, as the reason of a 
reduction in its dividends from 7 to 4 per cent., the necessity 
of acquiring large bodies of timber lands in Canada “on ac- 
count of the rapid increase in the market price of pulp wood, 
and in view of the rapid disappearance of the spruce forests of 
this continent.” These are precisely the same reasons which 
have actuated the International Paper Company—the company 
owning the greater part of the large paper mills in the 
Eastern and New England States—in securing all the Canadian 
timber lands it could get, and in buying all the Canadian pulp 
wood within its reach. 


Must Have Pulp Wood or Shut Down. 


Another important American holding in Canada is that of 
the Burgess Sulphite and Fibre Company and the Berlin Mills 
Company, of Berlin, New Hampshire. I do not know the ex- 
tent of the timber limits belonging to these companies, but it 
is large, and they have acquired the Lachute water power, on 
the St. Maurice River. for the purpose of a “rossing mill’ for 
barking pulp wood to be shipped to the New Hampshire mills, 
the barking being done to save in freight charges. The Battle 
Island Sulphite and Fibre Company, of Oswego, N. Y., also 
holds limits on the St. Lawrence, the extent of which I 
do not know. Many paper concerns in the United States, be- 
sides those I have mentioned, are buying Canadian pulp wood, 
ground pulp and sulphite fibre to eke out their supply. With- 
out the Canadian supply of pulps and pulp wood many of the 
American mills would have to shut down very soon. If they 
cannot get our pulps or pulp wood they must eventually come 
to Canada to make paper, and every paper mill established in 
Canada means a town of from 5,000 to 15,000 people, and a 
great addition to the wealth of the country. 


What Canada Would Gain. 


To make clear what we have to gain I may say that at pres- 
ent prices a cord of pulp wood, exported as such, yields to 
Canada and all Canadian interests for cutting, handling, 
stumpage, transportation, etc., something less than $6 at the 
outport. This same cord of pulp wood converted into pulp 
would yield at the outport $19. The same cord converted into 
sulphite fibre would yield $24, and the same cord converted into 
paper would yield $37.80; in other words Canada would get 
more than six times as much out of her resources in spruce 
wood by converting it into paper at home, instead of letting 
it go to foreign paper mills. But Canada is letting her spruce 
wood go abroad without hindrance, and day by day one of 
her most valuable assets is being depleted, leaving little more 
than tree stumps to show for it. 

The paper production of Canada largely exceeds the home 
consumption. The Laurentide Paper Company at Grand Mere 
alone produces nearly twice as much news paper as is con- 
sumed in the entire Dominion, but while the Laurentide mills 
are the largest in the country, there are many other extensive 
Canadian mills more or less dependent upon foreign markeis, 





and since our paper is excluded from the United States by 
heavy duties, the only markets open to the Canadian paper 
makers are those of Great Britain, Australia and South Africa. 
These are, likewise, open to the mills of the United States, 
which, although finding an enormous and usually sufficient 
market at home, have occasion every few years to dump a 
large surplus into our only available markets. 


American Advantages. 


The United States get pulp wood in Canada as cheaply as 
we can. Their only disadvantage is in the difference in the 
freight they have to pay on this pulp wood from Canada to 
their mills, but they have advantages which more than offset 
this. They have a large advantage in the cost of coal, in the 
supply of skilled labor, in a usually adequate home market 
for their products, in lower ocean rates and lower marine 
insurance on their exports, and in many other things. They 
have, moreover, an advantage in the first cost of their ma- 
chinery, in the cost of repairs and maintenance of machinery, 
and in the cost of their mill supplies, for nearly all of these 
things we are obliged to import from the United States and 
pay a heavy duty on them. The duties paid by the Laurentide 
Paper Company during the last two years amounted to about 
$75,000, and the duties paid on its original plant were vastly 
more. It will readily be seen that with free Canadian pulp 
wood, and with their other advantages, the American paper 
manufacturers are able, when it suits their purposes, to take 
away our foreign markets or spoil them, which they have fre- 
quently done in the past. Is it not unfair to the Canadian 
mills to leave them in such a position? 


The Late Premier Hardy’s Wisdom. 


The stoppage of the export of pulp wood from Canada 
would at least result in the American mills having to buy 
ground and sulphite pulp from Canada, and at much higher 
prices than they are now paying for it, and would very soon 
compel the American owners of Canadian timber limits to 
come over here with their pulp mills, if not with their entire 
paper plants. We have an excellent illustration of the effect 
of such a restriction in the wise policy of the late Hon. Mr. 
Hardy in Ontario. which very quickly compelled the Michigan 
owners of Ontario timber limits to abandon their Michigan 
saw mills and build new ones on the Canadian side, and the 
mills so brought over are now in operation at Amherstburg, 
Sandwich, Sarnia and many places around Lake Huron and 
Georgian Bay, and all of the mills in Michigan which had 
depended upon Canadian logs have fallen into disuse, and I 
need hardly point out in this connection that one first class 
paper mill is of much greater consequence to the country than 
a dozen saw mills, the results of the latter being of a more 
or less temporary nature. Mr. Hardy placed the samie restric- 
tion upon pulp wood as upon saw logs, and the result of that 
is also manifest in Ontario in important pulp and paper mills. 


United States Dictates to Canada. 


It might be well in this connection to recall the understand- 
ing under which Canada quite a number of years ago removed 
the export duty of $1 per thousand feet on saw logs in con- 
sideration of the reduction on the part of the United States 
of the duty on pine lumber from $2 to $1 per thousand feet. 
This was a most unfortunate arrangement for Canada, and 
resulted in the buying up of a large part of the timber limits 
north and east of Georgian Bay and Lake Huron by Michigan 
lumbermen, and the closing up of a great number of the local 
Canadian mills. Later on during President Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration the Wilson bill was enacted, under which pine 
lumber was admitted to the United States free of duty, of 
which we could not complain, but afterward came the Dingley 
tariff, which restored the original duty of $2 per thousand, 
and, lest Canada should resent this violation of the original 
understanding and impose an export duty on saw logs, the 
Dingley act provided that if any country or dependency— 
meaning Canada—should impose an export duty on saw logs 
the amount of such export duty should be added to the duty 
provided for on lumber. The same act increased the duty 
on ground pulp, and to guard against the imposition of an 
export duty on pulp wood, in retaliation, a similar provision 
was made, and both these provisions stand in the United 
States tariff today. The United States Congress not only 
made its tariff to suit itself, but assumed to say what Canada 
should or should not do. 

Would Not Affect Pulp Wood Sellers. 


Questioned as to the probable effect of the prohibition in* 
some form, directly or indirectly, of the export of pulp wood 
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upon the individuals who are selling pulp wood from their 
own lands, Sir William said: I do not think it would have 
any ill effect, because the Laurentide mills certainly, and the 
other Canadian mills probably, would buy this pulp wood and 
pay for it at least as much as the individuals are now getting 
from the jobbers, and the inevitable and immediate increase 
in the demand for Canadian pulps would result in the work- 
ing of every Canadian pulp mill to its fullest capacity and the 
enlargement of every one of them having the necessary water 
power, and all of the pulp wood available would be wanted at 
as good prices as now prevail or better; indeed, I believe that 
the individuals inside of two years would realize a great deal 
more from their pulp wood than at any time in the past. The 
Laurentid: Company, although holding more than sixteen hun- 
dred square miles of timber limits, buys all the pulp wood it 
can get at present prices in order to save its own standing 
timber, and it attaches such an importance to its own timber 
preserves that it would be glad to discontinue cutting on its 
own limits, and buy its entire supply from individuals if 
enough were available. I have already stated that the Amer- 
ican owners of Canadian timber limits are doing this very 
thing to the greatest extent possible. 


Timber as a Permanent Crop. 


_1 should not dare to estimate the value of Canada’s spruce 
timber ten years hence if some policy were adopted by the 
Dominion or the Provincial governments which would, di- 
rectly or indirectly. prevent the export of raw wood. The 
American owners of Canadian limits estimate the possibilities 
as highly as I do. They do not hesitate to buy Canadian 
timber limits, because they know that in the event of the adop- 
tion in Canada generally of a policy like that of Mr. Hardy’s 
in Ontario they would profit immensely from their timber 
holdings. I hold that this tremendously valuable asset should 
be preserved in every possible way; that the provinces having 
timber should regard it as a permanent crop and apply well 
considered regulations to the cutting from Crown lands, with 
a view to promoting the growth of the young timber and to 
the prevention of forest fires, and that the areas to be re- 
served for the growth ‘of timber should be carefully marked 
out and withdrawn from settlement. This would leave an 
abundance of land available for settlement for a long time to 
come in all of the timbered districts, for there are everywhere 
areas which have been either burnt over or cut so clean as to 
leave no hope of a new growth. 

In the Province of Quebec, and perhaps this is true of other 
provinces, a real or pretending settler may take up land for 
farming purposes in any timber limit, and in such a case the 
owner of the license is given one year within which to cut 
such timber as the law permits to be cut from Crown lands, 
after which the settler may cut the rest. There is reason to 
believe that in the Province of Quebec, if not elsewhere, 
lands have been so taken by pretending settlers at the instance 
of jobbers in logs or pulp wood, the settler abandoning the 
land as soon as he has cut all that he finds is worth cutting. There 
have been numerous reports of such actions, 


No Danger of Retaliation. 


I do not think there would be any danger of retaliation on 
the part of the United States in the event of some such policy 
as I have outlined being carried out. I can see no possible 
ground for retaliation on the part of the United States in 
view of the precedents which they have themselves already 
established, and I can think of no form of retaliation that 
would not be much more damaging to themselves than to us, 
and they are not given to foolishness of that kind. So far as 
tariffs go, I do not see that they could make them worse, for 
the Dingley tariff, which is still in force, was framed for the 
purpose of excluding everything from Canada which the 
United States did not need, such as lumber, pulp wood, ground 
and sulphite pulp, nickel, ore, gold and silver ores and turnips, 
and I do not see that they can make their tariff worse for us 
now. Moreover, Canada is becoming too big a customer to 
be lightly treated. For the ten years ending June 30 last the 
exports from the United States to Canada increased from 
about $60,000,000 to more than $160,000,000, and Canada is, 
therefore, a more important customer for the products and 
manufactures of the United States than Mexico, the West In- 
dies and all Central and South America together. It is inter- 


esting to note in this connection that this enormous increase 
occurred in the face of Canada’s preferential tariff in favor 
of Great Britain, which prevailed during the last eight of these 
WituiaM Banks, Jr.

Gould Company Leases Herkimer Mill—Capital Increased. 


Lyons Fatts, N. Y., July 23, 1907—A special meeting of the 
stockholders of the Gould Paper Company was held at the office 
of the company here on Friday last. The capital stock of the 
company was increased from $260,000 to $2,000,000. Properties 
of the International Paper Company, consisting of the Herkimer 
mills,on Moose River, and 17,700 acres of land in Township No. 4, 
Potton and Crossfield purchases, Hamilton County, have been 
acquired by the Gould Paper Company, and Harry P. Gould, of 
Lyons Falls, has been chosen assistant treasurer and manager. The 
properties of the International Paper Company will prove valuable 
adjuncts to those of the Gould Paper Company. 

The Herkimer mills of the International Paper Company have 
been closed for some time past. The new owners expect to re- 
open them about November 1. Repairs and improvements are 
now going on. Some new machinery will be installed. The mill 
will make leather board. 
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“Pulp Wood and Its Problems”—Canadian Version. 

The attention of the trade is again called to the second instalment 
of the series of articles now appearing in the Toronto Globe in 
favor of the prohibition by Canada of the export of its pulp wood. 
The vigorous crusade in which the Globe is now engaged has been 
joined by all but four of the daily papers printed in the Dominion. 
In view of this unanimity of newspaper opinion it behooves the 
American mill owners to consider the agitation as a serious effort 
to arouse the electorate, so that prospective legislation on the sub- 
As the Globe is the 
chief Liberal organ in Canada, and as that party is in power at 


ject may have the backing of the country. 


Ottawa, it looks as if a party measure on the pulp wood question 
was in contemplation. The object of the articles in the Globe is 
to find out whether the voters will support the Ministry in a pulp 
wood export prohibitive bill; if so the politicians will not lose the 
chance to gain a little extra popularity. Something in the way of 
new legislation on the pulp wood question may therefore be ex- 
pected 

In Article Seven of this week’s instalment Sir William Van 
Horne, president of the Laurentide Paper Company, gives his views 
on the prohibitive question. Ags Sir William has suffered, both in 
the Dominion ‘and foreign markets, from the competition of the 
American paper manufacturer, he is, unfortunately, not an unbiased 
advocate of restrictive measures. The following brief summary of 
his opinions on the subject bear out this conclusion. Put into 
short paragraphs Sir William’s views are: 


That the once regarded inexhaustible spruce wood supply of 


certain Northern States is now only sufficient to last four or five 
years—probably not more than three—the sources being limited 
to southern Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and the Adiron- 
dack region of New York. 

Unless the mills in the States can continue to draw on Canada 
for their wood Sir William sees visions of a shutdown of the 
American mills or a transference of them to the Canadian side. 

The other source of pulp wood supply, besides Canada, he states, 
is Scandinavia; there is spruce in Finland and in eastern Russia 
and Siberia, but he thinks very little of this can be counted on as 
available. Because of long use great inroads have been made 
in the forests of the Scandinavian peninsula. The fibre of the 
spruce from that section, he adds, is not as good as the Canadian, 
being, as he claims, too tender for our fast running machines, 

An excellent illustration of the wisdom of restricting the export 
of pulp wood, Sir William says, is found in the benefits that have 
accrued to Ontario since that province stopped letting its logs go 
across the border. Since the prohibition the Michigan sawmills 
have gone over to the Canadian side, and some pulp mills in that 
State, he says, have fallen into disuse—important pulp and paper 
mills on the Ontario side having taken their place. 

Canada, Sir William states, is furnishing practically free raw 
material to the paper mills in the States, only to find American 
made paper as a competitor not only in its home market but also 
in all the foreign markets open to both. 

As the American manufacturer has every advantage except freight 
charges on his imported logs, the president of the Laurentide very 
naturally thinks it unfair that the former should be able, when 
it suits his purpose, to appropriate to himself the available foreign 
markets or spoil them for the Canadian manufacturer by follow- 
ing the American habit of dumping surplus product on foreign 
shores when he feels like it, 

While the above paragraphs are only summaries of the princi- 
pal points made by Sir William Van Horne in his interview with 
the representative of the Toronto Globe, there are other phases of 
the question treated by him that are worthy of attention. We rec- 
ommend a reading of the whole interview referred to. 


Scientific Forestry, Not Prohibition, the Remedy. 


The clear headed statement of the Hon. Senator Edwards, of 
Rockland, Canada, quoted.on page 6 of this issue, contains the 
ultimate solution of the pulp wood question, both for this coun- 
try and Canada. Therefore, until the universal adoption by paper 
manufacturers here of some new fibre to replace wood pulp the 
methods of scientific forestry will continue to be the only means 
of salvation from a pulp wood famine. 

To quote Senator Edwards, who states the case well, “Let the 
Canadian people turn their eyes from the little bugaboo they are 
setting up because of the small, trifling amount of pulp wood that 
is being sold by our farmers and some small lumbermen from a 
fringe of our country, to the immensely larger and more important 
and truly national question of the preservation of our forests and 


the economic cutting of the same by our lumbermen.” 
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THE PULP SITUATION IN JULY. 


Very Small Stocks at Home and Abroad, Together With Low 
Water Here and the Continuance of Labor Troubles in Scan- 
dinavia, Are All Factors That Tend to Great Market Stability.

At the time of writing my review of the pulp situation in 
June the president of one of the most successful and prominent 
manufacturing corporations in the East was good enough to ex- 
press to me his ideas as to the outlook of the pulp market for the 
next few months. His opinion was very cheerful from the paper 
maker’s point of view, and in summing up he predicted that con- 
siderably lower quotations might be expected to be forthcoming 
around August 1—and this in spite of no influences really on the 
market to back up such an opinion, except, perhaps, the anticipation 
of the usual falling off in business at this season. Since then, 
however, new features decidedly in favor of the pulp maker have 
entered the market, and therefore, as heretofore this year, judging 
from the present outlook, it will be the pulp maker who will have 
the best of the situation. 

Reports bringing the tale of low water in the pulp making dis- 
tricts, both in this country and Canada, are coming in quite fre- 
quently, and the acute shortage of pulps in Canada, placing the 
Canadian paper maker in the peculiar condition of having to look 
around outside the borders for the filling of his needs of pulp, are 
important features to help to tide the pulp market over the usual 
summer dullness among the paper mills. 

The conditions prevailing in the Canadian market are very in- 
teresting, especially because the Canadians themselves have not got 
pulp enough to supply the home demand, and as a consequence the 
paper makers in the United States will have a very hard time to get 
any extra quantities of pulp from the Dominion. Additional 
drafts will therefore have to be made from European sources. 

Owing to the prohibitive duty it stands to reason that Scan- 
dinavian pulps cannot be imported to Canada to any extent; more- 
over, because of the high prices now asked in Europe for all kinds 
of pulp. One may on the other hand look forward to a largely 
extended import to Canada of manufactured paper, as the duty on 
paper is only two-fifths of the duty on pulp. For extra good qual- 
ities of European sulphites, for special purposes, the Canadian 
paper makers have been willing to pay an advance during the 
month. of $4 to $5 per ton. 

It can also safely be said that the pulp and paper trade in gen- 
eral has profited by the revival of the delayed spring trade and the 
strengthening of the confidence in the present prosperity, the keep- 
ing up of which has been stimulated by the more reassuring crop 
reports of late. 

Commenting on the situation in the European market, severe 
strikes, both in the pulp and paper trade, are depriving the world’s 
market of large quantities of both pulp and paper. Considering 
the imports of pulp to the United States, bleached sulphite plays 
the most conspicuous réle, and facing the fact that the two fore- 
most mills for this article in Europe are down for strike since 
nearly two months, and that these two mills represent over one- 
half of the European output of bleached sulphite (with the excep- 
tion of Austria and Germany), and that 6,000 to 7,000 tons have 
already been withdrawn from the market, the condition of this 
article is extremely strong. A few sales are also reported at an ad- 
vance of $5 per ton. At the same time the domestic market never- 
theless shows inconsistency. Quotations of $2.60 delivered have 
been given during the last few weeks, and sales during the time 
reported at $2.80, all for quick shipment, As for futures covering 
1908, the domestic makers of bleached sulphite are unwilling to 
quote prices and close contracts for the coming year. 

American poplar soda is exceedingly scarce, and prices for home 


consumption have been paid as high as $2.50. The famine in poplar 
wood has been prominent, and several soda mills have had to cur- 
tail their production to one-half of their capacity simply for want of 
wood. As a consequence poplar wood has gone up in price about 
$1.50 to $2 per cord, and is now bringing anywhere from $9 to $11 
per cord, according to place of delivery. As the production of pop- 
lar soda has been stationary at the old tonnage for the last few 
years, and the demand, instead of growing at the anticipated rate 
of 8 per cent. a year, really has increased to 12 per cent., and as 
Europe is at present very urgently trying to obtain quantities of 
this article, it is no wonder that the mills over here are reserved 
in their attitude and unwilling to sell unless at a premium. Some 
sales have been made to Europe at heavily increased figures. 

Quite some shipments of European ground wood have entered 
this country the last few months, but this import must be consid- 
ered as checked for the present, owing to the rising prices in 
Europe, On June 26 one of the foremost Norwegian ground wood 
mills, turning out about 15,000 tons a year, was totally destroyed 
by fire. At the same time the largest Swedish mill for news, with 
six machines and a tonnage of 36,000 tons yearly, closed down 
owing to labor troubles. This has made the European article jump 
in price. The United States are in addition out of the British 
news market, and the European news makers therefore are in hopes 
that the time for the well needed increase in price of this article 
has come, 

European sulphites are in good demand and higher for 1908 than 
a few weeks ago; the British buyers are beginning to find out that 
no slump in the prices of pulp will come as a consequence of the 
increased production in Europe, and are now contracting for large 
quantities. Japan is also a very keen buyer. Whereas the latter 
country imported only 3,900 tons in 1902, it came up to 10,200 tons 
in 1905, and in 1906 not less than 16,700 tons were imported, or a 
quadruple quantity in five years. 

As for near and spot shipment, some sales have been reported 
at a shade lower prices, such sales being made by importers on the 
theory that “the first loss is the best one.” Because of the expected 
entry of more new mills no lower quotations are cabled from 
Europe. 

Unbleached sulphate, instead of showing any weakness, is keep- 
ing up wonderfully well and is firmer than ever before, both for 
this and next year. Spot lots and goods for near shipment are 
easily marketed, and inquiries for large quantities for shipment 
over 1908 are quite numerous. It is remarkable to see how these

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EFFECTS OF MINERAL ACIDS ON PAPER. 


When Such Acids Are Added to Vegetable Fibres at a Certain 
Degree of Concentration the Result Is a Parchmenty and 


Brittle Sheet—General Results of Tests Made. 


(Translated for Tue Parer Trape JourNAL.) 


In describing the action of mineral acids upon paper Herr 
QO. Winkler, in the Zeitschrift fiir Angewandte Chemie (Journal 
of Applied Chemistry), points out that these acids, when added 
at a certain degree of concentration to vegetable fibres, give the 
paper a parchmenty and brittle character, the transformation of 
the fibres into hydro-cellulose being thus proved. The two min- 
eral acids used do not, however, disappear (at least at first) 
from the paper. Sulphuric acid remains in it for years, being con- 
tinually regenerated by the humidity of the air, thus slowly caus- 
ing the destruction of the paper. The other acid is hydrochloric 
acid. . 

The results of mineral acids present in paper are sometimes re- 
mote, but are none the less objectionable. Fine dyed shades of 
colored silk have been known to be affected by the wrapping paper, 
the same cause producing the rusting of steel articles and the cor- 
rosion or oxidation of gold or silver objects. Printing (particu- 
larly in colors) upon some acid papers has produced very unsatis- 
factory results, while the same cause has turned brown the gilding 
upon souvenir and other ornamental cards. 

After indicating various qualitative tests for the presence of min- 
eral acids, Herr Winkler refers to quantitative trials with various 
kinds of paper plunged into sulphuric or hydrochloric acid at the 


following stages of dilution: I in 100 parts, I in 300 and 1 in soo; 


experiments carried on during forty-three months. 1 in 1,000 parts, 
I in 5,000, I in 10,000, I in 20,000, I in 50,000; experiments carried 
on during twenty-five and one-half months, 

When the papers had been let imbibe the liquid well they were 
pressed and dried rapidly. They were then placed in a dry room, in 
airy garden or in a damp cellar. They were at first tested every 
week with regard to their mechanical resistance, the tests being 
subsequently made at longer intervals. The papers experimented 
upon were blotting, three qualities of writing, as well as half sized 
and unsized printing papers. 

At the end of four weeks the proportions of free acid in all these 
papers were still as high as immediately after their immersion in 
the acid bath, but from that time there were variations. A paper 
immersed in a solution of hydrochloric acid of 1 in 1,000 parts 
showed, after forty-three months, the presence of the acid to the 
extent of 0.0002 per cent. With stronger solutions (1 in 100 and 
1 in 300) the results were 0.03 and 0.02 per cent. of acid. These 
tests were all made with blotting paper of very pure quality, The 
paper which had imbibed a sulphuric acid solution of 1 in 1,000 
parts was found to contain after forty-three months 0.0009 per 
cent. of acid. 

As to the general question of the use of mineral acids in paper 
making, Herr Winkler urges paper manufacturers not to use acid 
in order to facilitate their acid bleaching or sizing baths, nor for 
any motives of economy, nor to use filling substances not absolutely 
free from acid. While the quantity of the latter may not be really 
very considerable, its action is continuous and leads to the prema- 


ture destruation of the paper. 

In wrapping paper intended to keep metals from oxidation or in 
papers which will not modify the colors printed on it, it is advised 
to use materials but little bleached, and not to employ wood pulp in 
which acids are easily formed. The paper should either be unsized 
or only sized to a limited extent. Pure cellulose, well made, is, in 
Herr Winkler’s opinion, preferable to the materials now used in 
the manufacture of such papers. 


The general results of Herr Winkler’s tests are summarized by 
him as follows: 

First—Acids, even in very limited quantity, are injurious to the 
quality of the paper containing them; they diminish the resistance 
to friction and folding, as well as that of the sizing. 

Second—Sulphuric acid has a more energetic action than hydro- 
chloric acid; remaining in the paper, it acts continually, perhaps 
even until the complete destruction of the paper. 

Third—The cellulose, under the action of the acid, is trans 
formed into hydro-cellulose, the acid itself not being destroyed in 
this reaction, or at least not always destroyed. 


Hannawa Power Company to Supply Electricity. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., July 23, 1907.—The Hannawa Falls Power 
Company, which has contracted to supply electric current for power 
purposes to Gouverneur and other towns in northern New York, 
has its transmission Tine well under way, and it is expected that 
Gouverneur industries will be able to use power from this source 
the coming fall. Electric power is to be used by many industries, 
including the iron mines at Caledonia and various marble quarries 
The Aldrich Paper Company also has under consideration the 
question of using electric power as an auxiliary to the water power 
at its plant located at Natural Dam, near Gouverneur, the terminus 
of the transmission line. B 


New Canadian Tariff Reduces Duties. 

Consul R. S. Chilton, Jr., of Toronto, writes that, according 
to a Canadian newspaper, the practical working of the new Cana 
dian tariff, as exemplified in the period extending from December 
to May, shows that the result is a scaling down of the duties which 
the consumers have to pay. The average rate of duty collected in 
the six months has been 26.74 per cent., as compared with 27.05 
per cent. in the corresponding months of the previous year. If the 
free imports are added, it is found that the average rate of duty 
all round has been 15.81 per cent., as against 16.31 per cent. under 
the former tariff; and while the duties have been thus reduced 
the manufacturing industries of the country were never in a bet- 
ter condition. 


Paper Men on Wisconsin Water Storage Commission. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., July 22, 1907.—Since the bill which was drawn 
in the interest of the Wisconsin River Improvement Association 
became a law in this State the association has been getting 
ready to undertake the prosecution of its work. A meeting was 
held in Wausau one day last week of the members of the asso 
ciation, at which directors and officers were elected, and various 
important decisions arrived at. The directors elected were L. M 
Alexander, Walter Alexander, Thomas E. Nash, G. P. Jones, A. 
H. Reid, A. W. Shelton and George A. Whiting. Officers were 
chosen as follows: President, Geo, A, Whiting; vice president, 
Walter Alexander; secretary and treasurer, G. D. Jones. The 
association will open a general office in Wausau, and an engineer 
ing corps will be secured. The association already holds options 
on a great deal of reservoir property, and investigation will be 
made of other property of like character that may be desirable 
The association will also interest itself in securing new industries 
for the Wisconsin River district. It is believed that the river 


might be made to develop 100,000 horse power, which is about 
two and a half times what is utilized at present. It will not be the 
effort to secure more paper and pulp mills, but industries of other 
kinds instead, as it is believed that conditions do not favor the 
building of any more paper mills on the Wisconsin River, at least 


to make the kinds of paper that are now made there.

A story is being told which concerns a man somewhat acquainted 
with the members of the trade within a radius of a few hundred 
miles from New York that he would just as soon have withheld 
from the public prints. It appears that this gentleman is some- 
what acquainted not only with the manufacture of paper but also 
of paper mill machinery, and at one time manufactured articles or 
implements used in the industry. He also deems himself some- 
what of a judge on the construction of mills and the preparation 
of floors in order that the floors will not have to be replaced 
oftener than is necessary. With the coming of summer, and in 
anticipation of the usual cleaning up in the mills, this gentleman 
proceeded, not long since, to experiment, and the course of his 
experimental researches brought him in close proximity one day 
with the people who were scrubbing the floors in a part of the 
mill, whereupon our friend perceived that the humidity of the 
atmosphere, together with the preparation used in scrubbing, the 
floors, had badly warped one or two places, and it was imme- 
diately ordered that these “humps” be removed, which was done 
by cutting out one or two floor boards and replacing them with 
narrower ones. He happened to remember that not long since a 
couple of salesmen had called at his office, one selling a cleaning 
compound for brightening floors, which compound was to be used by 
the scrubwoman and the other for preserving the wood and mak- 
ing washing unnecessary. ‘ 

As this is the dull season of the year, and to save expense, our 
happy friend “hiked” himself to the storeroom, grabbed a pail 
of compound, and gave it to the painter to apply to the new boards 
just inserted. The painter was somewhat doubtful as to the 
use of the material, and made some inquiries as to the articles com- 
posing it. He got very little satisfaction except that it was a 
new preparation which the mill had decided to use, and in the 
course of time would greatly reduce the wear on the floor and 
cut down expenses of scrubbing, as after this was applied wash- 
ing would be unnecessary. The painter was still doubtful, but 
received no encouragement from the manufacturer except that the 
material should be applied to the floor as directed by him. The 
compound was taken, thoroughly brushed and rubbed into the 
floor, as a waxed floor should be finished. 

During this time the superintendent of the mill happened to be 
away, and on his return he questioned the painters as to the 
preparation that had been placed on the floor, the employees 
having noticed a peculiar slipperiness and also foaming if the floor 
became damp in any manner. He pursued his investigations until 
he reached our good friend, who permitted him to examine the 
contents of the can, all of which had not been used, and much to 
the discomfiture of the reducer of expenses it was found that the 
inexpensive floor dressing was nothing but a can of soap which 
got mixed with the floor dressing. 

The superintendent has remained silent, and the manufacturer 
declines to be interviewed. It is not known how the matter 
reached the public: 


Senator Crane Denies “Break” with Senator Lodge. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., July 23, 1907—The Associated Press, whose 
Washington correspondents must have become somewhat short of 
“copy,” has disturbed to some extent the past week the entire 
State of Massachusetts, and incidentally the little village of Dal- 
ton and the county of Berkshire have been thrown into a turmoil 
over a report that Senator W. Murray Crane and his colleague, 
Senator Lodge, who comes from the eastern part of the State, had 
broken friendship, and that the junior Senator from Massachu- 
setts had intimated’ that he was in no wise fearful-of any sticks or 
whips, or anything else of like nature, that might be wielded from 


the White House or the summer home of the President. While 
the story in itself was not generally believed in the manner in 
which it was sent out, those most friendly with the Massachusetts 
papermaker Senator and those who were a bit acquainted with him 
and had sufficient knowledge to understand Mr. Crane’s make-up, 
realized that if necessity demanded the action portrayed by the 
press would be about such as might be expected from Senator 
Crane. His sterling integrity and the faith in his absolute honesty 
and independence gave the article a touch of truth more than 
the story itself, but Mr, Crane, with his usual characteristic frank- 
ness, issued a statement at Dalton last night which relieves the 
situation from all of the embarrassments which might otherwise 
have been expected. His statement has as much interest in the 
paper trade as with any other branch of business, and is as follows: 
“In Washington about three months ago I had several friendly 
interviews with,Senator Lodge regarding national policies, but 
since that time there has been no occasion for any communication 
between us on that subject, and there has been none. I met Sena- 
tor Lodge at the Hotel Touraine in Boston about five weeks ago, 
when we discussed matters relating to the State, but no reference 
was made to national politics. Since that time I have written 
to him and received a reply regarding an unimportant appointment. 
Our relations are of the most friendly nature, and I see no reason 
why they should not always remain so.” Ferry.

new unknown brands making their début on the market are quoted 
at prices from 5s. to 7s. 6d. higher than old established brands 
were sold at for 1908 only two or three months ago, but were then 
totally disposed of. 

While speaking of soda I cannot refrain from mentioning that 
the well known Swedish “Kraft” papers have been advanced ‘an- 
other $5 per ton, this being the third raise within two years, making 
in all about $15 per ton, no doubt to the great satisfaction of the 
American manila maker. As manila rope is intimately connected 
with the soda, the remarkable drop in price of rope during the month 
is of interest; it is now quoted as low as $3.05, and I understand 
that the users of rope are not at all pleased at this turn of the 
market. 

Heavy quantities of both unbleached sulphite and sulphate have 
arrived in this country during the month. The growing agitation 
in Canada for the preservation of its forests cannot be strongly 
enough considered, now that the pulp market is in such a strained 
condition. Spruce wood is in this country today selling at from $11 
to $15 delivered, and in comparison ground wood, for prompt ship- 
ment, yields $24 and upward. 

A few figures will show what Canada means to the paper world 
in general, and especially to the American paper maker, owing to 
the condition of the forests in this country. Canada has an area of 
10,000 square miles of wood lands, which are estimated to be about 
1,500,000 acres, divided into three large belts, and the greater pc -- 
tion of this has not as yet been exposed to the first cutting. The 
Canadian woods are four times as large as the forests in the 
United States; three times as large as those in Russia, and twice 
as large as all the forests in Europe combined, and at the same 
time the paper industry in Canada is only about one-fifth of the 
tonnage produced in the United States.

Safety Paper Trademark Decision. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuHincton, D. C., July 23, 1907.—-Acting Commissioner of 
Patents Moore has handed down a decision in the appeal of the 
Perfect Safety Paper Company vs. George La Monte & Son, with 
reference to a trademark for writing and printing paper, being 
an appeal by the applicants from the decision of the Examiner of 
Interferences sustaining the opposition. That decision set forth 
the following facts: 

A motion was made by George La Monte & Son that the above 
entitled cause be dismissed, for the reason that this firm had filed 
a formal notice of withdrawal or abandonment of the application 
involved, and in the letter of abandonment the following statement 
appeared : 

“The applicant states, however, that it merely withdraws or aban- 
dons the present application, and does not abandon its claim to 
the said trademark here involved, or to the right of registration 
of said mark.” 

The opposer objected to any action being taken on the case 
which would preclude its opposition from taking effect, should re- 
newed application be made for the registration of the mark under 
the general provisions of the, law, either by amendment of the 
present application or by filing of a new application. 

It is the opinion of the acting commissioner that the examiner 


was correct in the action he took, and that any other course would 
permit an applicant in an opposition proceeding to escape judgment 
in due course, and at the same time reserve the determination of 
the questions involved for whatsoever time he might feel inclined 
to raise the same. There seems to be no good reason why such a 
course should be permitted. Ave. bs

Big Power Development at Fort Frances.

WinnirsG, Canada, July 18, 1907.—J, Fanning, chief engineer of 
the power works at Fort Frances, states in an interview given when 
he was in Winnipeg the other day that the power to be developed 
would be greater than the two power plants at Minneapolis, and 
would be the largest power plant in the entire Northwest. He 
went on to say: “There are at present about 200 men employed 
on the work, and the number will be increased during the year. 
The work on the Canadian side will be completed during next 
season and on the American side at a later time. There can be no 
question of course that the completion of the plant will have a 
great effect on the future of both towns, International Falls, Min- 
nesota, and Fort Frances, Ontario. The first use of the power 
will be in connection with the pulp and paper mills to be established 
there. Other industries will use the power later and an industrial 
community will be created.” i. 


Né Compromise in Blank Book Strike. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., July 23, 1907.—Rev. Mr. Butler, of South Had- 
ley Falls, has been unable to bring about a compromise between 
the National Blank Book Company and its former employees, 
despite the good efforts that he has made in the matter. The 
company has been unable to recede from its position and comply 
with the demands of the workmen who are now out. An officer 
of the company stated to a representative of THe Paper TrAve 
JourNnat that “the company could not in justice to all decency, 
honesty and self respect break faith with the employees that it 
had hired during the strike, turn the shop over to a closed union 
mill, take the strikers back to work and discharge the persons who 
came to their assistance in the hour of trouble. The company,” 
he said, “would be liable in my opinion to suits for damages should 
this be done.” 

This seems to be the position of the mill, and at the present 
time the workmen are determined that they will not return to 
work unless the shop is unionized. Ferry.

Roumanian Paper Imports. 
\ustria and Germany supply between tliem (in about equal 
quantities) four-fifth of the Roumanian paper imports, which ag- 
gregate about $1,200,000 a year.

Chilian Paper Requirements. 

According to official reports Chili should be a good market for 
news and for the better grades of wrapping paper, both of which 
enter that country free of duty. The Chilian duties afford pro- 
tection to cardboard and low wrapping paper. The manufacture 
of writing paper to compete with the imported article is also said 
to be impossible under the present Chilian tariff. The Chilian 
Government publishes lengthy reports and uses large quantities 
of paper.

New Process for Impregnating Wood. 


A new process of wood preservation (described in Le Bois) has 
been recently invented by Herr A. M. Luther, a German chemist. 
It consists in plunging the wood completely into a sulphur bath at 
140° C. (284° Fahr.). It is inadvisable to exceed this temperature, 
so as to avoid the carbonization of the wood or any modification 
in the sulphur. The degree of impregnation varies according to 
the use for which the wood is intended, the increase of weight 
being from 35 to 200 per cent, 


Fruit Wraps in Australia. 


Owing to the strictness of fruit packing regulations in South 
Australia, that market is reported by La Papeterie to be an in- 
creasing outlet for papers used in packing fruit. Apples are 
classed in sizes, each one being wrapped in silk paper and the 
cases (holding a bushel) being lined with heavy paper. Pears 
are likewise wrapped in silk paper before they are packed in the 
manner usual for such fruit. South Australian fruit exports are 
growing, so that paper manufacturers should keep in touch with 
the requirements of that trade. 


Improvement in Paper Drying Machinery. 

In view of the fact that paper after passing through the first 
drying cylinder loses the closed texture with which it entered the 
dryers (the pores being reopened through the evaporation of 
humidity), special attention was lately called by the Revue de la 
Papeterie to an invention of M. Clemens Tittel, intended to remedy 
the defect in question. This reopening of the pores has been found 
to cause serious inconvenience in printing and other processes. 

Attempts have been made to remedy this defect by again damp- 
ening the paper before the last operation connected with drying, 
but the result has not been satisfactory. To meet the case M. 
Tittel’s system prevents the opening of the pores during the entire 
course of the paper through the dryers. It consists in the use of 
two or more rollers of polished hardened cast iron, covered with 
copper or bronze, and placed behind each of the first group of 
drying cylinders. The web of paper will have to pass between these 
rollers, which could be heated and pressed against each other, and 
which would be independent of the drying cylinders. 





On June 26 the ground wood mill owned by Aktieselskabet 
Helge-Rein-By Brug, Byafossen, Norway, was burned down to- 
tally; only the walls remain, and the damage is estimated at $65,000. 
The mill made about 15,000 tons of ground wood a year and will 
be rebuilt at once. 


At the annual meeting of the shareholders of the Sunds Aktie- 
bolag on June 19 it was decided to erect a sulphite mill in the neigh- 
borhood of Sundsvall, Sweden; the situation of the mill has not 
as yet been decided upon definitely. 
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Extra Power Development at Carthage, N. Y. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., July 23, 1907.—The magnificent water power 
owned by the Carthage Electric Light and Power Company on 
Beaver River, about 3 miles above the village of Belfort, is being 
improved, and the company is installing another generator of equal 
capacity to the one now in operation, and President John E. Strick- 
land, of the Electric Light and Power Company, has stated that 
they expect another generator will be needed in the near future. 
Among water powers along the Black River which are being im- 
proved is the power of the Carthage Tissue Paper Company. This 
company has just installed a 50 horse power motor to run its 
beaters, and the Le Ray Paper Company is negotiating for more 
power at its mill, Other users of water power in that locality are 
talking of doubling their capacity. B. 


Books of the International Brotherhood Transferred. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., July 22, 1907—The members of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Paper Makers in this city held up the 
transfer of the books and secretaryship of the Brotherhood last 
week by forbidding the transfer of the books, papers and cash by 
Thomas Mellor, the retiring secretary. The result was an order 
made by Supreme Court Justice Watson M. Rogers, of this city, 
to show cause why the office should not be turned over to J. J. 
O’Connor, of Bellows Falls, Vt., who was chosen secretary at the 
recent annual meeting at Northampton, Mass. The grounds for the 
hold-up were that Mr. O’Connor had not legally been elected to the 
office of secretary. The order made by Judge Rogers was return- 
able Saturday before Judge Devendorf at Herkimer, but was not 
argued, as matters were amicably adjusted. There is no friction 
between Mr. Mellor, who has served the Brotherhood faithfully 
for several years, and his successor, who is now in charge of the 
office. The local organization has given up its contention, and all is 
running smoothly again. 

Mr. Mellor, the retiring secretary, is still here, and will remain 
until his successor is familiar with the details of the office, at 
which time he will return home. B. 


Quick Construction on Plant of General Roofing Mfg. Co. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 22, 1907.—The completion of the felt and 
paper mill of the General Roofing Manufacturing Company, of East 
St. Louis, Ill, establishes a record for hustling. This company 
had not finally determined to erect the mill until November Io. 
On November 12 it purchaged the block of ground opposite its fac- 


tory. The same day the city council vacated the street lying be- 
tween. Next day contracts were signed for the paper machines and 
beaters. Nine days later the building plans were ready and exca- 


vation begun. On May to the first perfect sheet of roofing felt 
came over No. 1 machine, and on June 24 machine No. 2 was turn- 
ing out building paper. Both machines are now running nearly 
up to capacity. 

The plant is equipped with automatic coal and ash handling ma- 
chinery and automatic stokers, The smokestack is 8 feet inside 
diameter and 150 feet high, built of reinforced concrete. The 
building walls are of brick with poured concrete foundations. The 
machinery foundations are also of poured concrete. The plant in- 
cludes a fireproof warehouse for finished mill‘ products, 125x180 
feet in dimension, of reinforced concrete, including the roof. Win- 
dows are of wired glass in metal frames. 

The progress made is more remarkable when it is considered that 
all the concrete work was done during the winter months. The 
paper mill has a capacity of 100,000 pounds of paper in twenty-four 
hours.

The Paper Imports of the Islands in 1906 Represent a General 
Value in Excess of $500,000, of Which $157,826 
Worth Was Bought in the United States. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 23, 1907—Commercial returns from 
the Philippines, for the calendar year 1906, show an excess of ex- 
ports over imports amounting to $6,239,124, or almost double that 
of the previous year, and reverse the balance of trade for these 
two years over those preceding. In fact there has been a steady 
increase since 1901, when the imports exceeded the exports by 
more than $5,500,000. But while this is true it must be remembered 
that it is largely due to the fact that there has been a largely 
decreasing import value in many lines, and while the exports show 
a larger balance in their favor, yet for the calendar year just 
ended they are $811,882 less than in 1905, largely due to a de- 
creased hemp production and to the disastrous typhoon that swept 
over the islands. 

The Philippine imports of paper and its manufactures also rep- 
resent a general value in excess of $500,000, but are smaller than 
in previous years. In a well distributed trade the United States 
holds the foremost position, with a credit of $157,826 out of a total 
of $553,800, and such has been the case in previous years. Spain 
has figured next in importance, and in the book frade-takes a promi- 
nent place, exceeding slightly the United States credit of $32,000 in 
a reduced total for the year. In imports of printing paper, as 
well as in writing paper and envelopes, about half the total im- 
portations for the year were from the United States, and are only 
slightly less than half the total American paper trade, while in 
wrapping paper, blank books and headed papers, representing small- 
er values, the United States stands first. Under paper and book 
imports the past year shows a value of $60,000 worth of imports 
received from Germany, of which printed books amount to $18,000, 
printing paper to $13,552 and wrapping paper to $10,674. 

The total value of the imports of blank books and headed paper 
imported last year was $26,269, as compared with that of $36,478 
for the year previous. In this class the United States leads all 
countries, with a total value of $9,883, an increase from that of 
$7,866 for the year previous. China stands second, with a value of 
$5,822, as compared with $7,220 for 1905; and while Spain still 
stands third, it is with a value reduced from $12,529 in 1905 to 
$4,246 last year. The United Kingdom, standing fourth, also shows 
a reduction from $6,484 to $3,655. The other sources of supply 
during 1906 were: Germany, $460; France, $820; Italy, $131; 
Austria-Hungary, $22; Netherlands, $82; Switzerland, $462; Hong 
Kong, $435; Japan, $108; British East India, $130, and Australasia, 
$13. 

While the total importations of printing paper, 1,919,100 pounds 
at $66,264, were nearly half a million pounds less than in 1905, still 
they show a slight increase over those for 1904. Of that total the 
United States still leads, with 1,074,215 pounds at $31,744, Ger- 
many showing a very poor second, with 380,330 pounds at $13,552, 
and Spain third, with 119,246 pounds at $7,925. The other sources 
of supply were: England, $5,321; France, $158; Italy, $208; Bel- 
gium, $150; Netherlands, $463; Sweden, $197; China, $149; Hong 
Kong, $12; Australasia, $184. 

The total value of the importations of sand or glass paper only 
amounted to $2,223, as against $3,092 in 1905. Of the year’s re- 
ceipts $1,151 came from the United States, 

During the past three years the importations of straw paper and 
straw board show material decreases. In 1904 the quantity im- 
ported was 458,825 pounds at_ $13,604; in” 1905 it decreased to 
360,722 pounds at $8,800, and last year to 315,549 pounds at $7,697. 
China is the leading source of supply, having to her credit last 
year 231,605 pounds at $5,850. The quantity received from the 


United States is still quite inconsiderable, but it has shown a 
steady increase, from 1,101 pounds at $185 in 1904 to 39,152 pounds 
at $738, and still further to 67,115 pounds in 1906 at $1,224. 

While the quantity of wrapping paper and bags received last 
year shows an increase in quantity, from 1,167,276 pounds to 
1,391,046 pounds, yet the value shows a decrease from $49,485 to 
$47,333. The leading importations are those from the United 
States, showing a total of 275,289 pounds at $12,026, as against 
374,640 pounds at $14,773 in 1905. Germiany stands second, with a 
value of $10,674, and Austria-Hungary third, with $5,043. Both 
of these countries show a gain over the preceding year. 

The writing paper and envelope imports show a steady decrease. 
In 1904 the value of these imports was $78,760, in 1905 it had 
decreased to $61,440, and in 1906 still further to $55,436. The 
United States still continues to lead, with $27,418 to her credit. 
The other sources of supply in their order last year were: Spain, 
$10,168; Germany, $5,173; Italy, $3,302; United Kingdom, $2,347; 
China, $2,351; Austria-Hungary, $1,459; Belgium, $1,363; France, 
$879; Japan, $683; Switzerland, $206; Hong Kong, $59, and the 
British East Indies, $21. A. F. T. 


Recent Sales of Jones Under-Feed Stokers. 


The Under-Feed Stoker Company of America, Marquette Build- 
ing, Chicago, manufacturer of the “Jones” stoker, has recently 
closed a sale to the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, of Wins- 
low, Me., for twelve machines. This fourth order, when installed, 
will make twenty-nine “Jones” stokers in the Hollingsworth & 
Whitney Company’s plant, the first order having been placed by 
that company in August, 1902. 

Among other sales affecting: the paper industry closed by the 
Under-Feed Stoker Company are one to the Traders Paper Board 
Company, Bogota, N. J., for eight stokers, and the Mathieson 
Alkali Works, Saltville, Va., for six stokers. 


It Is Now Adj.-Gen. Schwarz, Nebraska National Guard. 

Lincotn, Neb., July 19, 1907.—Capt. Charles F, Schwarz, presi- 
dent and manager of the Nebraska Paper and Bag Company, of this 
city, was last week appointed by Governor Sheldon as adjutant 
general of thee Nebraska National Guard. The adjutant general 
draws a salary of $1,800 per year. He commands the entire Na- 
tional Guard of the State, which now includes two full infantry 
regiments, besides detached cavalry and artillery troops, a signal 
corps and one or two other companies. 


General Schwarz has never been a member of the National 
Guard. His military service began in 1890 as a member of the cadet 
battalion at the University of Nebraska, his connection with that 
body continuing for six years. He was captain of Company C when 
he graduated. Governor Sheldon was also attending the university. 
The present State executive was captain of the old ‘varsity rifles, 
which later became the Pershing Rifles. Captain Schwarz suc- 
ceeded to the command of the same organization in 1897, after its 
change of name. In May, 1898, Captain Schwarz became captain 
of Company A, Third Nebraska Volunteers, organized at Lincoln. 
The company and regiment were mustered into the United States 
service in June of that year. The regiment was stationed in turn 
at Jacksonville, Fla., Savannah and Havana. Governor Sheldon, 
as captain of Company B, from Plattsmouth, and Captain Schwarz 
were together all the time, and the old friendship between the men 
was strengthened.

Treasurer Bond, of the Essex 
Paper Company, it is stated, will not be associated with the new 
concern, the new company carrying on the business in the same 
quarters as the old.

Straw Crop to Be Only Fair—Prices High. 
*[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 22, 1907.—While there were pessimistic re- 
ports relative to the wheat crop when the weather was on its 
bad behavior some time ago, it develops that springless 1907 has 
produced, if not the bumper crop of last year, something akin 
thereto, and straw men are reported to be anticipating with much 
pleasure the gathering ‘of the crop, which is now fairly on in this 
section of the country. 


In some districts the harvest has only begun, and in others it 
will be deferred for quite a period. Up to date sufficient wheat 
has been cut to indicate that the straw is of fairly good quality, 
and the only complaint heard this week was about the excessive 
rains which, instead of coming in the springtime, swamped Ohio 
in July. A long drought is predicted by the weather men, who 
at least are entitled to their opinions, which sometimes differ so 
materially as to convince one that all are right. 

A storm of great severity leveled crops in the Miami Valley 
during the past week, and wheat was damaged both north and 
south of Dayton. Farmers in some localities reported that they 
were unable to continue harvesting operations because of the 
heavy rains, which had damaged their crop. ; 

The amount of wheat sown in Ohio this year was not as great 
as heretofore, because of adverse weather conditions. The cold, 
damp spring discouraged many who in the past paid considerable 
attention to their crops, and while the amount of grain to be 
gathered in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Michigan, where 
the straw board and straw paper men secure their supplies for the 
mills in Ohio and Indiana, will not be as great as last year, it 
promises to be fair in the aggregate. 

However, mill men are finding it impossible to buy the raw 
product except at advanced prices. Complaint was made last year 
of the high prices and the poor quality of straw, as well as to the 
inability to secure supplies near the mills, necessitating long ship- 
ments. Already the straw men have completed their circuit and 
most of the product was engaged in advance. M. V. 


The Providence (R. I.) Paper Co. Enlarges Its Quarters. 


The Providence Paper Company, of Providence, R. IL, an old 
time paper jobbing house of that city, and for years occupying the 
basement at 44 and 46 Weybosset street, has recently taken the 
street floor above, in addition to the basement, which has a front- 
age of 30 feet by 100 feet deep. C. M. Butler, general manager of 
the company, has put the new store into first class shape and has 
pretty well stocked up with everything in the way of paper and pa- 
per specialties. For some weeks past the company has been consid- 
erably annoyed because of goods being shipped to them which were 
ordered by another party in that city doing business under a sim- 
jlar name, or a name which may have been mistaken by the parties 
selling the goods* as that of the Providence Paper Company, 


Canada’s New Postal Rates Excluding U. S. Publications. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, July 22, 1907.—The Canadian Post Office De- 
partment has received reports which go to show that the change in 
second class rates has had the effect which was desired, of exclud- 
ing the offensive American “fake” publications which formerly gave 
the post office so much trouble. George Ross, chief inspector, has 
been making a tour of western Canada, where the difficulty has been 
particularly felt, and in a series of reports he states that in large 
offices such as Calgary and Edmonton not a single one of the 
United States publications aimed at could be found in the general 
delivery pigeonholes, which formerly were congested with it. The 
Seattle newspapers, which formerly had a large circulation in Al- 
berta, also seem affected by the law. 

Mr, Ross also notes that the American publications of the better 
sort which still come in continue to use the post office for the long 
haul, the post office evidently being less than express rates. Even 
here there is a considerable gain to the revenue.s In Edmonton he 
noticed three packages which had paid $5.08 in postage, whereas 
under the old regulation they would have paid only 93 cents, a gain 
of $4.15 on the three. L.

PAPER.—“A quiet market” was the substance of the reports 
from all] the large trade centres this week. Up to the present time 
some grades of paper at several of the big distributing points were 
reported as holding up remarkably well for so late in the season, 
but this week all grades of paper are unmistakably dull. Midsum- 
mer conditions have now got a firm grasp on the situation, and the 
present inactivity is expected to continue as the leading feature of 
the paper market for a few more weeks. Of course deliveries on 
regular contracts are being made as usual, but the movement is only 
of the customary routine order. Strictly new business was par- 
ticularly light this week, and what few orders are being taken are 
of insignificant proportions, coming mostly from consuming sources 
which are considered ordinarily small factors in point of consump- 
tion. With the mills the slowness of the demand was more notice- 
able this week than at any time since the summer dullness took 
possession of the paper trade. The jobbers, owing to their excel- 
lent business showing for the first half of the year, are content to 
take matters easy, and they seem to look upon the present market 
quietness rather lightly. As far as the actual demand is concerned 
each grade of paper apparently continues on about the same rou- 
tine midsummer basis. The only weakness in price in evidence is 
on the cheaper grades of Tissues, the other grades maintaining their

WOOD PULP.—Both the domestic and Canadian pulp mills 
seem to be hampered in their operations because of a limited wood 
supply.

Effects of Change in Canadian Postal Rates. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] : 

Toronto, Canada, July 22, 1907.—While the demand of the pub- 
lishers of catalogues is for thinner papers in order to counteract 
the effect of the increased postal rates on this class of matter, the 
paper makers are tending the other way because of the greater 
breakage of thin paper when run at the high speeds now necessary 


to run machines in order to make a profit. With larger presses 
and higher speed on the newspaper presses, too, the very thin 
paper proves a drawback, holding back the issue. It is predicted 
in several quarters here that the limit of development of news- 
papers in point of size has been seen, and that henceforth smaller 
papers on slightly heavier paper will rule. Higher prices for print- 
ing paper and higher postage will also tend to the same end. So 
far the Canadian post office has noticed very little difference in the 
amount of second class mail matter coming from the United States, 
but it is expected that within a year from May 1, when the sub- 
scriptions shall have run out, the volume of Ugited States papers 
handled by the Canadian post office will be greatly decreased. L.
